- All the drivers (cars and motorbikes) in the race convoy must be members of a national federation recognized by 
the UCI. 

- Compulsory race radio: 170.1750 MHz 

Some of the route's difficulties have led the organisers to take specific measures in agreement with the Commanding 

Officer of the Escort of the Federal police. 

These measures are as follows: 


PRESS VEHICLES / PARTNERS 

- The drivers of press and partners vehicles are reminded that they will not be able to join the race convoy when it 
climbs the Cote de Mont-le-Soie (km 164.1) and Cote de la Haute-Levée (km 183.2) due to the narrowness of the 
roadway and the close succession of several ascents and descents. It will be possible for them to re-enter the 
race from the Cote de la Haute-Levée. 

- With regard the Cote de La Redoute (km 223.9), all vehicles must be present there at least 10 minutes before the 
front of the race. 


PHOTOGRAPHERS MOTORBIKES 

- Press photographers and bikers are informed of the following measures, which will be applied when they cross 
particular difficulties on the route: the Cote de Mont-le-Soie (km 164.1), Wanne (km 172.4), Stockeu (km 179), 
Haute-Levée (km 183.2), La Redoute (km 223.9). Only two motorbikes from the pool will be authorized to work with 
the race convey. 

-All the other photographers must work on foot. A specific car park will be reserved for motorbikes on the Cote de 
La Redoute.

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SPECIFIC REGULATIONS 


ARTICLE 1. ORGANISATION 

The 107*" LIEGE-BASTOGNE-LIEGE is organised by 
Performance Sport Organisation (P.S.0.), under the 
regulations of the International Cycling Union (UCI) 
and Belgian Cycling (BC). It will take place on Sunday 
25" April 2021. 


ARTICLE 2. PARTICIPATION 


The event, registered on the 1.UWT., is open to UCI World 
Team and UCI Professional Continental teams, limited 
to 7 riders maximum and 5 riders minimum. 

The mere fact of entering and/or participating and/or 
being present in the race implies that each team, each 
of its members and more generally each accredited 
representative fully accepts all the provisions laid out 
in these specific regulations and undertakes to abide 
by them. 


ARTICLE 3. UC! RANKINGS 


In accordance with the articles of chapter X, title 2 “Road 
races” of the UCI regulations, LIEGE-BASTOGNE-LIEGE 
awards points counting toward the world and continental 
rankings for the first 60 placed racers. 


ARTICLE 4. RACE HEADQUARTERS

ARTICLE 10. PRIZE-GIVING CEREMONY

ARTICLE 11. PENALTIES 


The scale of penalties corresponding to the event shall 
be the only one applicable. 


ARTICLE 12. COMBATING DOPING - 
ANTI-DOPING TESTS 


Anti-doping tests shall be carried out under the authority 
of the UCI and designated officials, at the race finish. 

P.S.0. and each of the participating teams shall deem 
it an absolute necessity to ensure strict compliance 
with the rules and recommendations laid down by the 
relevant authorities with regard to combating doping, and 
to maintain an absolutely irreproachable line of conduct 
in this regard. Participating teams shall undertake to 
apply said rules and recommendations, and they shall 
be wholly responsible for the strict adherence to these 
rules and recommendations by their riders and, more 
generally, by their staff and service providers. 


ARTICLE 13. ENVIRONMENT 


P.S.0. shall set up collection zones for recovering waste. 
Riders must only dispose of their waste, water bottles or 
any other objects in these specially designated zones, 
as provided for in article 2.3.025 of the UCI regulations. 
Riders and support staff must behave responsibly with 
regard to the environment in all circumstances and 
respect the legal provisions in force. 


ARTICLE 14. DISQUALIFICATION 
- EXCLUSION 


14.1 P.S.0. considers the preservation of its image and 
its reputation, and of those of its event, to be of the 
utmost importance. P.S.0. expressly reserves the right 
to refuse participation in - or to exclude from - the event 
any team, or members of a team, whose presence would 

be likely to tarnish the image and/or reputation of P.S.0. 

and/or the event. 

14.2 Furthermore, P.S.0. may exclude from the event 

any team or any of its members in the following cases: 

e a breach of the event's rules, including those concern- 
ing the event's internal rules; 

¢ a serious breach of Belgian law; 

¢ customs’ fraud 

¢ Breach of the health measures taken to combat the 
spread of the SarsCoV-2 virus (COVID-19). 

14.3 The right of disqualification or exclusion pursuant 

to sections 14.1 and 14.2 above shall be exercised under 

the following conditions: 

a) P.S.0. will advise the team of its decision in writing, 

which will be notified by registered letter with acknowl- 

edgement of receipt or by letter delivered personally 
with receipt, or by fax or email. This letter must: 

e specify whether the disqualification or exclusion is 
linked to the presence of the entire team or the pres- 
ence of any of its members, as designated individually 
by name; 

¢ specify that, in the event that the disqualification or 
exclusion is linked to the presence of any its members, 
as designated individually by name, the team, in its 
Capacity as an employer, shall withdraw the member(s) 
concerned from their team or, by default, waive the 
right of the entire team to participate in the event; 

¢ state the grounds on which the decision is based; 

¢ state that, to challenge this decision, the team will 
have a period of 24 (twenty-four) hours from receipt 
of the letter of disqualification or exclusion to refer 
the matter to the Court of Arbitration for Sport (“CAS”) 
in Lausanne; failing which, the team will be deemed 
to have accepted the disqualification or exclusion. 

b) If the team lodges an appeal against the decision, the 
CAS shall immediately appoint a single arbitrator under 
the expedited procedure as per the Rules of Procedure 
of the CAS. After calling each party to evaluate Its case, 
the arbitrator shall decide, within the time limits imposed, 
whether there are grounds to disqualify or exclude the 
entire team or any of its members. 

The language of arbitration shall be French. 

The arbitration decision shall be final and binding. 
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ARTICLE 15. IMAGE RIGHTS 


In order to enable the promotion of the LIEGE- 
BASTOGNE-LIEGE as widely as possible, each team, 
and therefore each rider within the teams, acknowledges 
that participation in the competition grants the organiser 
and its beneficiaries or legal representatives the right 
to reproduce and represent, without any compensation 
whatsoever, their names, voices, images, biographies 
and more generally, their sporting performance, within 
the framework of the LIEGE-BASTOGNE-LIEGE as well 
as the brand(s) of their equipment manufacturers and 
sponsors, in any form and on any current or future 
medium, and in any format, for any public communi- 
cation anywhere in the world, for any purpose includ- 
ing promotional and / or commercial use, without any 
limitations other than those stated hereinafter, and for 
the entire duration of the protection currently given to 
these operations by the laws or regulations, the judicial 
and / or arbitration decisions of any country, and any 
current or future international conventions, including 
any extensions that may be made to this duration. 
However, when the organiser authorizes a third party to 
use images of the event for advertising or promotional 
purposes, it shall not authorize said third party to use 
the name, voice, image, biography or sporting perfor- 
mance of a competitor nor the brand of their sponsor 
or equipment manufacturer with a view to a direct or 
an indirect association between this rider, the brand of 
their sponsor or equipment manufacturer, on the one 
hand, and the product, the service, the brand or trade 
name of said third party, on the other, without the express 
authorization of the competitor, sponsor or equipment 
manufacturer concerned. 

Similarly, with the exception of books, photo books, com- 
ics, any form of publishing, video cassettes, CD-ROMs, 
DVDs or, more generally, any video recordings or vid- 
eos on any medium and in any format whatsoever, 
whose subject involves, wholly or partially, the LIEGE- 
BASTOGNE-LIEGE, such as posters, displays, log books, 
autograph books, maps and official programmes for the 
LIEGE-BASTOGNE-LIEGE, the organiser shall not use 
and shall not authorize the use of the individual image 
of a rider within the framework of the marketing of tie-in 
merchandising products. 


ARTICLE 16. SPORTS BETTING 


In order to avoid any risk of a conflict of interest, the 
teams and each of their members (riders, 
management personnel, trainers, doctors, etc.) are 
prohibited from placing bets, on a personal basis, either 
directly or through an intermediary, on the race. 


ARTICLE 17. 


These regulations have been drafted in French. The 
French version shall take precedence in the event of 
difficulties in the interpretation of its terms in another 
language.
